HAWTHORNE RACING. 

The cool spell that prevailed around Chicago 
yesterday kept the attendance at Hawthorne 
almost down to the regulars. The card was of 
mediocre quality and somewhat uninteresting. 
The betting was rather light. The track had 
dried out considerably, but was dead and slow. 

Reseda took the free handicap without any 
trouble from the much abused Boney Boy. Lee 
King, cleverly handled by Woods, beat a fair 
field in the fifth race. Blue Lick and Ben 
Chance had a hot tilt for second place, the 



former outgaming the latter by a head. Im- 
promptu, well backed, ''rolled” home in the last 
race, while H. T. Griffin turned a neat trick 
with his filly Chaminade in the day’s opener. 
Hargis easily prevailed over a field of twelve 
youngsters in the third race. 

The day’s sport was rather lifeless, owing 
probably to the cool weather. 

CAP AND HELLS’ OAKS. 

Mr. James R. Keene’s Olympian failed in ths 
Epson Derby, but his beautiful filly. Cap and 
Bells, brought a measure of consolation yester- 
day by winning the kindred event for fillies, the 
Oaks. Before being sent to England Cap and 
Bells proved herself last year one ot the fleetest 
fillies ever seen on the American turf and to 
such fame as she then achieved is now added 
the glory of being the first American-bred filly 
to carry off England’s greatest race for horses 
of her sex and age. The Oaks is a guaranteed 
stake of the value of $20,000 and is run over the 
Derby course. In this country Cap and Bells 
started three times, winning the Criterion 
Stakes at Gravesend, Spinster Stakes at Brigh- 
ton Beach and ran unplaced in the Futurity.
